T he proposed 
development 
of 62 houses 
in Colwinston could 
not have chosen a 
more illogical site. 

Parts of Colwinston 
are built on a steep sided 
valley that funnels water 
down from the A48 to St 
Michaels Church at the 
bottom of the village. 

The proposed 
development will build 
where a ‘winterbourne’ 
stream has over the past 
15 years caused regular 
autumn and winter 
flooding to my land and 
on several occasions, 
sent water over my 
garden and down Beech 
Park. 

The change from 
good agricultural land, 
that acts in part as a 
sponge absorbing water, 
to streets, houses and

‘Adopted land now

A S a resident

Several years ago, 
and at great expense, the 
council put a long- 
needed footpath from 
The Buttrills Field to 
Cemetery Lane.

A padlock was 
subsequently placed on a 
gate, which remained 
closed for a few years, 
and the surrounding land 
that has not been 
occupied has become 
overgrown.

Financial lesson 
for NHS waste 


T here have 
been a 
number of 
letters recently 
warning of the 
horrors of a 
privatised NHS. 
Forget that doctors, 
dentists, chemists 
and others are 
private enterprises 
making a profit 
from the NHS; did 
your readers see a 
recent Daily Mail 
article about 
changes at a 
hospital, written by 
a consultant 
working there? 

He says the NHS is a 
sluggish bureaucracy, 
unresponsive, 
uncoordinated and 
wasteful. He has cut 
waste in buying basic 
things like rubber gloves 
and non-branded drugs, 
and by rationalising 
procedures; eg seven hip 
and knee operations are 
done per day, instead of 
the average four, and 
costs are down 50 per 
cent. The stay for 
broken hips is two 
weeks, previously three. 


One letter bemoans 
the Government is no 
longer controlling 
hospitals, although it no 
longer controls 
telephones, a car maker 
or steel either. But the 
point is that these 
changes were made by a 
private partnership (the 
consultant is a partner). 

This hospital was “in 
dire financial straits” 
when the partnership 
took it over, but savings 
have averaged 7 per 
cent, he says, against the 
4 per cent Government 
target. 

He says this was done 
by removing a top heavy 
bureaucracy, copying 
industrial production line 
procedures and giving 
power and responsibility 
to clinical staff. 

As a bonus, 
apparently the NHS 
owns large amounts of 
unused land. 

Presumably, it is not 
arable, so might make a 
good substitute for sites 
such as Darren Farm. 

And the services of 
this (‘privatised’) 
hospital are still free at 
the point of delivery.

was not a candidate site 
in the Draft Deposit 
Local Development Plan 
2011-2026 (LDP), but 
following public 
consultation was put 
forward in the 
Alternative Sites 
Register as proposed for 
“residential” use. 

Alternative sites are 
sites proposed by third 
parties during 
consultation on the 
Deposit LDP; 
unfortunately, planning 
applications on land 
relating to the LDP are 
being received by the 
council before the LDP 
is finally approved by 
the independent planning 
inspector. 

The council’s 
planning committee has 
to consider all 
applications within the 
normal time scale. 
However, this is causing 


great concern to local 
residents as it is difficult 
to judge the overall 
impact that 

developments will have 
on the village. 

The proposed 
development is for an 
additional 25 dwellings, 
on top of the 85 houses 
already proposed in the 
Draft LDP. 

In recent years, 
housing development at 
Ystradowen has been on 
the east side of the main 
A4222 road. This 
proposal is for housing 
on the west side, at the 
gateway to Ystradowen. 
It is on open fields and 
is mainly outside the 
settlement boundary. 

As well as the loss of 
agricultural land, we 
consider that this will 
have a negative visual 
effect on the entrance to 
the village of 


Ystradowen. 

We believe that the 
proposed access to the 
site is unacceptable. It is 
close to the old railway 
bridge, and what is not 
apparent from the plans 
submitted with the 
planning application is 
that the road rises over 
the old bridge, so 
restricting the vision of 
drivers. 

It is only by visiting 
the area that the 
significance of this 
problem can be 
appreciated. There have 
been accidents near this 
point with at least one 
being fatal. 

It is for these reasons 
that we are objecting and 
have asked the planning 
committee to visit the 
site before coming to 
any decision.

BONT FAEN WI’s 
final meeting 
before the summer 
break was a serious 
one, demonstrating 
the sad financial 
crises many people 
face today. 

Susan Lloyd-Selby 
started the Vale 
Foodbank in Coastlands 
Church, Barry in 2011, 
and soon dispelled the 
perception that 
foodbanks provided 
regular free boxes of 
food for those on 
benefits. 

Far from it, people 
are referred to the 
foodbank because they 
are living right on the 
edge and often waiting 
for financial assistance 
to come through. Only 
three food boxes are 
provided within a six 
month period, each one 
containing a 
nutritionally balanced 
supply of dried/tinned 
foods/long-life milk, to 
last for three days 
complete with recipe 
cards. 

Additionally, nappies 
and pet food can be 
provided. Many young 


people live in a room 
with just a kettle - their 
boxes are adjusted 
accordingly. Staff will 
take time to listen to 
claimants, hearing their 
stories, and Susan 
related some of those to 
us (having been given 
their permission), 
demonstrating that 
ordinary, hardworking 
people can hit really 
desperate times. 

Running as part of 
the Trussed Trust, food 
is donated from 
churches and 
organisations across the 
Vale and periodically 
supermarkets ask for 
donations from the 
public and also donate 
themselves. They do not 
provide food nearing the 
end, or past its shelf 
life. 

The foodbank is now 
also accepting and 
providing clients with 
books, CDs and DVDs. 

From its origins in 
Barry, help is also now 
provided in Dinas 
Powys and Llantwit 
Major. Susan’s talk was 
both touching and 
educational. Thanks 
were given, along with 
food donations 


previously requested of 
members, and our book 
collection was rapidly 
thinned out to send 
some along, too. 

Our speaker’s 
programme 
recommences in 
September, but we have 
many other things to 
enjoy in the coming 
weeks. 

Today, July 3, will 
see 20 members racing 
along on two high-speed 
boats out through 
Cardiff Bay to Flat 
Holme and back. This 
event was tried out 
many years ago, and 
found to be most 
exhilarating, so the 
members are looking 
forward to a re-run! 

For those preferring 
their feet on the ground, 
a stroll around the bay 
will be quite sufficient, 
with everyone meeting 
for dinner in a cafe 
afterwards. On July 17, 
Wendy Pearce will host 
the annual summer 
social in her garden. 

We all look forward 
to our August mystery 
trip and a visit to 
Glyndwr Vineyard, 
Llanblethian, in early

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LAMBS group get a 
glimpse into Merthyr’s 
industrial past 


ON Monday, June 
23, members of the 
LAMBS local 
history group 
travelled to 
Merthyr to explore 
aspects of its 
industrial past. 

In the morning, they 
were taken around 
Cyfartha Castle by local 
historians Gaynor 
Howells and Huw 
Williams. The ‘castle’ 
is a large mansion 
which was the home of 
the Crawshay family, 
famous ironmasters of 
Cyfartha Ironworks. 

The mansion was 
built in the 1820s for 
the second William 
Crawshay, at a cost of 


about £30,000 and 
generations of the 
family lived in the 
house until 1889. 

The castle and 
parkland are now owned 
by the local authority, 
and the LAMBS party 
were conducted around 
the castle museum with 
its extensive displays 
describing the 
development of the iron 
and coal industries in 
south Wales. 

The role of Samual 
Homfray, as ironmaster 
of the Penydarren 
Works, was of particular 
interest to the visitors 
from Llansannor. 

After lunch at the

“The development is

Millennium Heritage 
trail,” the group warns. 

Cathy Crompton, a 
regular walker in the 
area says: “We 

understand the need for 
renewable energy but 
anyone who walks or 
cycles in this area will 
know that the beauty of 
the Thaw Valley is 
breathtaking. 

“This development is 
a very poor and 
insensitive example of 
renewable development - 
pushing this through at 
the costly expense of a 
protected local 

landscape will serve only 
to damage public 
confidence in the 
Government’s aims to 
reduce carbon 

emissions.”

“The last thing we want is 
for families to arrive at the

He has been using the United 
Reform Church for six weeks 
and arranged nine funerals 
there, but this is the first time 
there has been a problem.

Council house funding 


PLAID Cymru councillor Ian 
Johnson has welcomed proposed 
changes to council funding that 
will mean than an extra £2m per 
year will be spent on council 
houses in the Vale, and called for 
new council housing to meet 
demand caused by the bedroom tax 
and an ageing population. 

He said: “It is excellent news that 
more than £2.25m per year will be 
available for council housing 
improvements or building new council 
houses in the Vale in future. 

“I have long campaigned against 
the unfair Housing Revenue Account 
system, or the Great Welsh Rent 


Robbery as one government adviser 
called it. 

“Under this system, 21 of Wales’22 
local authorities gave council house 
rents to Westminster, rather than 
spending it on improving council 
housing in Wales. 

“The system was a nonsense and 
why Plaid Cymru’s 2010 manifesto 
demanded that it be ended. 

“Spending on housing 
improvements, as we have seen with 
the Welsh Housing Quality Standard 
scheme, not only improves the quality 
of social housing, but also creates 
jobs locally - a win-win situation.

Councillor’s concern 
at reduced libary hours

B ARRY-based 
students at St 
David’s Sixth Form 
College have 

expressed concerns 
about the impact of 
a 22 per cent 
opening hours cut at 
Barry Library 
under Vale council 
plans, and how it 
will affect college 
students trying to 
find a quiet place to 
study and revise. 

The Vale Council has 
proposed cutting the 
library’s opening hours 
from 60 per week down 
to 47, include early 
closing for the library, 
which is currently open 
for two evenings a week. 

The St David’s 
College Students told 
Plaid Cymru’s town 
centre councillor, Ian 
Johnson, that Barry 
Library provided them 
with a quiet and secure 
place to study, had a 
range of books and 
resources that helped 
them revise and was an 
alternative and 

convenient location close 
to home, rather than 
travelling to Cardiff. 

Akshay Petta, who 
hopes to study 
economics after 

completing his college 
course and is the current 
president of St David’s 
Student Union, told Coun 


Johnson; “Barry Library 
has a good selection of 
books here, relevant to 
our courses, and well- 
trained and 

knowledgeable staff who 
know where everything 

is. 

“It’s also a more 
convenient location for 
us to study and revise 
after college finishes for 
the day. Otherwise we 
have to stay in Cardiff 
and use the facilities 
there, which means a late 
night finish to travel back 
home and you lose the 
flexibility of being able 
to just pack up and go 
home when you feel like 

it. 

“Just knowing that 
you have a library close 
to home that’s open 
makes a big difference.” 

Adele Saif, who hopes 
to study Spanish and 
linguistics, said that not 


everybody has a study 
room or quiet location to 
work at home. 

“When you’re writing 
notes or revising, it’s 
important that you’re in a 
quiet environment so that 
you can concentrate. 

“Not everybody has a 
desk or room at home 
that can be given over to 
carrying out college 
work, so there’s always 
distractions such as other 
people putting on the tv 
or making a noise.” 

Coun Johnson spoke 
against the proposed cuts 
at a lifelong learning 
scrutiny meeting. 

He said: “I was 
impressed by the way 
that the students use 
Barry Library to revise 
their work and borrow 
books that might not 
otherwise not be 
available. 

“Unfortunately, these 


students who are at 
college in Cardiff, like 
anybody who works 
outside Barry - or even 
works outside the town 
centre - will be severely 
restricted in their ability 
to physically visit the 
library to borrow books, 
read papers or use the 
facilities available. 

“It is a successful 
service, and recent 
reports show that the 
Vale library service is 
appreciated by 96 per 
cent of users and that the 
number of loans and 
visitors to libraries is 
higher than the Welsh 
and UK average. 

“At a time when there 
is so much focus being 
put on literacy at all ages, 
there is still time for the 
Vale Council to rethink 
their plans to cut Barry 
Library’s opening hours 
by 22 per cent per week.”

Wales at War’s 
bilingual tribute 
to fallen heroes

THE National 
Library of Wales 
has announced the 
launch in Cardiff of 
Wales at War 
Cymru yn y Rhyfel 
(W@W), a project 
to develop inclusive 
learning and 

heritage activities, 
as part of the 
commemoration of 
the First World War 
in Wales. 

Wales at War has been 
funded by the Armed 
Forces Community 
Covenant, the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and the 
Welsh Government 
education department. 
The project is led by the 
National Library of 
Wales, in partnership 
with the Royal Navy and 
schools in Wales. 

The project will also 
work closely with a 
range of partners, 
including the Armed 
Forces, ARCW, 

RCAHM, CADW, the 
Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission and 
the War Memorials Trust. 

Wales at War will 
create a major digital 
resource via a dedicated 
platform/App. The app 
will include: a First 
World War timeline with 
a distinct Welsh flavour; 
a Theatres of War 
element, depicting where 
Welsh Service personnel 
fought and using primary 
source materials to depict 
their living conditions 
and experiences; and a 
war memorial section 
which will include 
details of war memorial 
throughout Wales and 
engage young people in 
historical research 
compiling biographies of 
the fallen of the War as 
listed on their local 
community war 

memorials. 

The project will raise 
community awareness 
and resonance of the 
memorials, drawing 
attention to any 
conservation needs and 
will serve as a 
meaningful World War 1 
legacy for Wales and a 
tribute to the fallen. 

Professor Lorna 
Hughes, University of 
Wales Chair in Digital 
Collections at the 
National Library of 
Wales, and Project 
Director said: “Wales at 
War is an inclusive, 
bilingual learning and 
discovery programme 
that will engage young 


people in Wales in 
activities to develop their 
understanding of history. 

“The project will 
encourage reflection of 
the transformational 
impact of the First World 
War on life and 
communities in Wales.” 

Commander Tom 
Herman, Royal Navy 
said: “Through activities 
focused on local war 
memorials, Wales at War 
will highlight the 
sacrifice of Welsh 
Service personnel, and 
show the impact of the 
War on individuals and 
communities. 

“The project will 
introduce new 

generations to the cause, 
impact and consequences 
of the First World War, 
on life and communities 
throughout Wales, and 
pay tribute to those 
Welsh people whose hard 
work and sacrifice is 
remembered by us all.” 

Dr Jonathan Hicks, 
Headteacher, St Cyres 
School, historian and 
author said: “Throughout 
this project, pupils and 
teachers will be guided in 
developing skills in 
historical research and 
new technology to 
document and capture 
images of local war 
memorials, construct 
biographies of the fallen, 
report their findings, and 
illustrate their learning 
experience through 
creative activities, digital 
or recorded, according to 
each pupils age and 
ability. 

“This project will give 
pupils a more 
representational 


understanding of the 
global nature of the First 
World War, and develop 
pupils’ knowledge and 
understanding of the War 
outside the stereotyped 
images of the Western 
Front trenches.” 

Kate Marshall, 

educational coordinator. 
Commonwealth War 
Graves Commission, 
believes that “Wales at 
War will encourage 
students to research their 
past and ultimately 
engage with their local 
history. The project will 
allow students, and 
teachers alike, to 
commemorate those men 
and women who died in 
the First World War. 

“Through developing 
new skills and 
knowledge students will 
be able to cultivate and 
share their research, visit 
war memorials and war 
cemeteries and 

(hopefully) paint a 
picture of how the war 
affected the whole of 
Wales”. 

Wales at War is an 
important community 
outreach project that will 
foster greater 

engagement between 
schools, families, 

community groups and 
military organisations, 
and develop a collective 
biography of Wales at 
War. 

The project will give 
Wales a meaningful and 
fitting tribute, ‘To the 
sons of Wales who gave 
their lives in the Great 
War of 1914-1918.’ 
(Inscription - Welsh 
National War Memorial, 
Cardiff).

THIS week, with 
attention focused 
on VJ Day, I am 
devoting my 

column to the 
memory of my late 
husband, Chris, 
and all the other 
servicemen of the 
14th Army, who 
served in India and 
Burma during the 
Second World War. 

As we remember the 
end of the hostilities 
between Japan and the 
allies 50 years ago, I 
would like to share with 
GEM readers a few of 
my own poignant 
memories of the historic 


time. After a whirlwind 
courtship of just seven 
months, Chris wrote and 
told me he would be 
coming home on 
embarkation leave in 
two weeks, and would I 
consider getting 

married. I gave my 
answer! 

The next 10 days 
were somewhat hectic. I 
had to borrow so many 
things, as clothing was 
rationed, but with the 
help of family and 
friends, who pooled 
their resources, I was 
able to buy a lovely lace 
wedding dress. My 
bouquet of carnations 
was made by a friend. 

Mt eight 

bridesmaids - bought

their own dresses - and 
two flower girls, really 
made my day. Our 
wedding took place on 
March 21,1942, and my 
husband returned to his 
regiment on March 24. 

We did not realise 
then that it would be 
three years and eight 
months before we would 
be together again. 

Like countless 
thousands of other men, 
he found himself on the 
long, uncomfortable 
voyage to India. At one 
stage of hostilities, 
while in Burma, my 
husband and his troop 
were surrounded by the 
Japanese and when they 
were rescued by a 
British armoured 


division, he did not 
know it, but his brother 
George was in a leading 
tank. 

It was several months 
later when they met and 
were able to reminisce 
on their experiences, 
that Chris realised he 
had been saved by his 
own brother... 

After the surrender of 
the Japanese 

Government and the full 
horror of the inhuman 
authorities meted out to 
allied prisoners by their 


guards, I was so very 
thankful that fate had 
played its hand that day 
in the Burmese jungle. 

On November 15, 
1945, Chris and I were 
united - no crowds or 
bands playing - just the 
two of us. The family 
reunion would be 
celebrated later. 

After his return from 
Burma, Chris had three 
attacks of malaria which 
decreased in severity, 
but it was many months 
before he was really fit. 


My husband sent this 
poem to me when he 
was in India in 1943. It 
is in his own words: 

Most times my 
deepest thoughts reside, 
and rest in memory 
of my bride. 

For, always in my 
heart, your smile 
when you, by my 
side, stood in such 
grand style; 
then the glorious

The author certainly 
hasn’t any kind words 
to say about Douglas 
Haig, the British Field 
Marshall who was 
appointed commander 
in chief of the British 
forces on the Western 
front (1915-18). 

Of Haig, who 
founded the British 
Legion to ameliorate the 
plight of ex-servicemen 
and their families, he 
writes: “There is not 
enough space to 
describe Haig’s brand of 
idiocy during the war. 
Like most modern 
politicians and business 
leaders, he always shot 
the bearer of bad news 
and believed what he 
wanted to believe.” 

Breverton goes on to 
say: “Haig stayed away 
from the trenches, and 
would not listen to his 
better generals or

days we spent there 
after you filled my heart 
with joy and laughter. 
Then suddenly our 
world was stilled, 
end my heart with 
gloom was fdled 
at the moment we 
kissed goodbye, 

I thought my world 
would surely die. 
Though all alone I 
may be, my dear, 

I think of your eyes 


intelligence that he did 
not agree with” and 
“Most of the surviving 
infantry on the Western 
Front despised him.” 

Can it really be true 
that Haig never, ever 
visited the trenches? 

I seem to recall that 
Henry Williamson, 
author of Tarka The 
Otter, and a series of 
novels about the First 
World War in which he 
had taken part, and 
which I read some years 
ago, had some 
sympathy for Haig, so 


so frank and clear. 
For when we joined 
our lives together, 
it surely bound our 
two souls forever. 
But now I can only 
fret and wait, 
for the day we meet 
at the garden gate. 
From there we start 
our lives again, 
and sing through life 
our love’s refrain. 


the comments on him 
really took me by 
surprise. 

Haig, we are told: 
“believed that 420,000 
British casualties in 
1914 were worth a 
severe blow to German 
prestige.” 

One thing this really 
interesting book may do 
is to make you want to 
read more about the 
First World War. It has 
certainly rekindled my 
interest.

The parallels 
between Carl Casper 
and his real-life alter-

brickbats), you sense 
that, given this comes 
from Favreau’s pen, the 
similarities are there on 
purpose; and much like 
Casper, Favreau 
reconnects with his 
passion here. 

Chef is a charming 
low-key delight that 
ambles along 
pleasingly, without ever 
threatening to come off 
the rails, or go in a 
different direction. 

The story moves in a 
predictable arc, there 
are very few moments 
of conflict or snatching 
victory from the jaws of 
success, elements that 
may deprive the film of 
any tension but they do 
provide moments of real 
beauty. 

Casper’s relationship 
with his son is fraught 
but not unworkable, his 
relationship with his ex- 
wife is easy going, and 
people seem happy to 
bend over backwards to 
help a man who, at the 
start, isn’t the most 
appealing of men. 

These are all facets 
that may ring slightly 
untrue through the 
prism of real life, but in 
this world they are just 
narrative beats that you 
happily go along with, 
and Favreau’s strength 
is writing characters 
that resonate, not just 
Casper but his son and 
his best friend and 
fellow chef. 

They’re hardly fresh 
off the production line 
but Favreau imbues 
them with personality 
and spark. Given 
Favreau has self penned 
this work, it also allows 
Casper to have a on/off 
love interest like 
Scarlett Johansson and 
an ex-wife like Sofia

BETH’S 50TH BIRTHDAY MESSAGE by Caroline sabll 


IT was the birthday party that wasn’t 
supposed to happen. As cancer sufferer 
Beth Margetson gathered with sixty or 
more of her family, friends and supporters 
in Porthcawl’s Seren Fach last Saturday, to 
celebrate her 50th birthday, she addressed 
the intimate and emotional gathering with 
her usual fighting spirit: 

“I’ve just got hold of all my notes - that was a job 
and a half, mind - to take with me on my trip to the 
Hyperthermia Clinic in Hanover - and I’ve read them 
from cover to cover. It’s there in black and white: the 
doctors didn’t think my case was treatable and they 
gave me six months to live. And look - two years this 
September since my diagnosis - and I’m still here. 

We don’t have to die from things that are wrong 
with us. We can keep living. Just keep breathing. In. 
And out... I can tell you I intend to keep breathing for 



some time!” 

Beth’s words, delivered with her trademark off-the- 
cuff drollery, were met with resounding applause - 
and more than the odd misty eye. Her closest friends 
and allies joined her 86-year-old father Peter, for 
whom Beth cares, her husband Chris and her 16-year- 
old daughter Ffion, to celebrate this watershed 
birthday for Beth, who has become an inspirational 
figurehead for cancer sufferers both locally and across 
Wales. 

Her tremendous efforts to receive the treatment she 
badly needed - the drug Afinitor - and her dogged 
battle to highlight the inequity facing Welsh patients, 
has touched the hearts of many. Due to the 
fundraising efforts of the last nine months, Beth was 
not only able to access the Afinitor refused her by the 
local health board, but is now able to embark on a 
three week course of treatment at the German clinic. 

“All of you here have played a huge part in keeping 
me going,” said Beth. “Without all your love, your 
support, your kindness, your humour - I wouldn’t be 
alive today. I really can’t thank you all enough. I 
want to thank those people who are coming out with 
me, to support me and to look after Ffion. I am so 
grateful to you all. And when I come back from 
Germany, I really do believe that I’ll be fine, that my 
liver tumours will have gone into remission”. 

With her usual determination and willingness to 
take on the establishment, Beth continued to talk of 
her ongoing crusade: “No-one’s going to tell me how 
long I’ve got to live. I hope I’ve shown you all that 
we don’t have to have people telling us we can’t have 
treatment. What we’re doing here in Wales is not 
good enough. We can go to Germany. We can go to 
America. I haven’t even ruled out Mexico!” 

More resounding applause, a swell of cheers, the 
clinking of glasses - and an interjection from the 
back of the room: “Can I just say please, that YOU 
have kept US going Beth!” More claps and cheers 
of approval. Amidst the rousing oratory and the 
throngs of well-wishers, Seren Fach owner Julie 
Connick bustled to and fro ensuring that the packed 
crowd (“I think we’ve made the Guinness Book Of 
Records for the most people in a tea shop!” quipped 
Beth) were fed (extremely well) and watered (lovely 
cocktails). 

“Beth told me it was going to be a small soiree, 
with just a few people! We had to get in extra chairs 
in the end. Beth has garnered so much support. She’s 
a girl and a half - and such an inspiration to us all.” 

More and more plates of food were delivered and a 
superb cake, made by Beth’s friend Nicola Thomas, 
was presented to the birthday girl, who duly blew out 
the candles with great gusto, before grabbing the 
microphone and entertaining the assembled crowd 
with her karaoke skills. Balloons and bunting bearing 
the number 50 swayed in the much-needed breeze 
(thanks, Julie, for the welcome fan!) and boundless 
bonhomie and Beth-inspired optimism permeated the 
extremely warm atmosphere. 

It was hard to believe that this was a celebration 
Beth never thought she’d experience. Hard to believe 
at all, as she darted around the room, that Beth is 
seriously ill. 

Finding time to talk to all her guests, flitting from 
table to table, Beth also fetched food for her elderly 
father and for the rest of her family. “Even though 
she’s ill, Beth is still helping other people. She never 
stops,” observed Beth’s cousin Jacqui, who was there 
with husband Jeff and her brother David. 

“Beth is not like the rest of us. We’re all quiet and 
she’s the outgoing one. She has such tremendous 
fight in her. She’s so positive and is such an example 
to us all. She’s trying to help others as well as herself. 
She’s set up such a store of goodwill over the years, 
with all the good deeds she’s done. And now she’s 
reaping the benefits”. 

“This is such a milestone for Beth. I’m the same 
age and an old schoolfriend of Beth’s - the class of 
‘64. We’re all turning 50 this year. A landmark for us 
all, but no-one more than Beth,” said Jill Nugent. 

Brandishing another plate of the much-debated 
pasty pie (“I thought it was corned beef pie.” “Don’t 
be daft, mun, it’s corned beef tart,”) baked lovingly by 
Beth’s good neighbour Janet Sage, Beth found time to 
stop for a chat with me. How was she feehng about 


turning 50 - and about the imminent trip to Hanover? 

“To be honest, although I’m obviously so glad to 
see this birthday, I still thought I’d be as miserable as 
sin when I woke up today - 50! But actually, I feel 
more like 40! 

“I can’t wait for Germany now - even though I 
haven’t had the support of all the medical profession. 
I think people are afraid of doing things like this, of 
taking control of their own treatment. They feel a bit 
bullied, I suppose. I’m like the pariah, really. Out on 
a limb. But it’s my choice - and I know that the 
treatment is going to help me. Our medical system 
here is so paternalistic”. 

Beth flies out with Ffion and old friend Beverly 
Poulton for support. Staunch supporters Kay Sheridan 
and Philippa Horton from Balkwills will join them. I 
will be there the second week, along with Beth’s old 
friend Linda. The third week, midwife Angela 
Hopkin, who worked alongside Beth for years and is 
a close friend, continues the support chain. 

“I’m going in a supervisory capacity,” said Angela 
with a wry smile. “I’m the sensible one,” she added, 
with a twinkle in her eye. “Honestly now - Beth is 
such an inspiration. She was during her midwifery 
years and has continued to be throughout her teaching 
career. I’m so glad to be going with her to help.” 

Dealing with an illness like Beth’s clearly takes its 
toll. Beth has already confided in me that she has 
moments blighted by darkness. Yet, somehow she 
continues to rally, her buoyant personality and 
radiance rubbing off on everyone she meets. This was 
blatantly evident on Saturday night, as Beth skilfully 
and adeptly ’’worked” the room, giving time (and 
food) to everyone. 

Her dad, Peter, sat quietly in the comer, being 
attended to by Beth, Ffion and other family members. 
Watching a child suffer - however grown-up - is hard 
on a parent. 

“I was so shocked the day Beth told me she had 
found a lump in her breast. She’s a good girl and she 
doesn’t deserve what’s happening to her now. It 
seems that if you do good in life, you just get kicked 
up the backside. Beth’s not a moaner. She’s like her 
mother, who was very tough. When she was ill, she 
had a bone marrow transplant without any 
anaesthetic. Beth is made of the same strong stuff.” 

Husband Chris will remain at home to work and to 
share the care of Beth’s father with neighbours Janet 
and John (“We’re like the children’s books, aren’t 
we?!”) along with Pat Hill, a former midwife and 
Beth’s one-time boss. Chris shared his father-in- 
law’s sentiments: “She is a fighter. This week has 
been crazy, getting her ready and then the party. But 
I know this treatment is going to work.” Squeezing 
Pat’s arm, Beth said: “Pat’s been like a mum to me 
since my mum died. I love her to bits.” Pat 
reciprocated the squeeze. Wordless gestures can 
speak volumes. 

As veteran entertainer Peter Lake - in fine voice - 
serenaded the crowd, spirits were high. The support 
in the room was palpable, like a benevolent balm, 
gently urging this next stage in Beth’s battle to bring 
the remission everyone hopes for. 

“I have faith,” said Beth’s dad, Peter. “I pray for 
her every night.” 

As I write this piece, Beth, Ffion and Beth’s old 
friend Beverly Poulton have arrived safely in 
Germany. I receive a text from Beth on the first day 
of her treatment: “The doctor is absolutely fabulous, 
he says not to worry - he can do a lot for me. He 
said he likes stroppy patients like me! I told him 
God had sent me here and he agrees. They have 
made me feel that anything is possible. It’s so 
uplifting: I feel great!”. 

A few hours later, my mobile rings: “Caroline. 
It’s Beth.” The tone is jovial. “Can you help me tell 
this taxi driver something? He can’t understand me. 
I want him to take us somewhere where I can buy 
some saucepans. I told him we can speak Welsh, but 
he’s not getting it. I keep repeating SOSSPANS, 
very slowly, but it’s not working!” I intervene - 
luckily I speak fluent German - and the problem gets 
resolved. 

How has the treatment been, I ask Beth, sensing 
that she is on top Beth-form. “Fabulous. It’s 
amazing. I’ve had localised hyperthermia and some

i nf usions and they will do full body hyperthermia 
tomorrow. The doc says he thinks he can heal my 
liver.” 

I put the phone down and dwell on Beth’s 
extraordinary - and endless - pluck and brio. It 
can’t be easy being heated up to over 40 degrees. In 
that moment, I am grateful for the contrasts that life 
presents. The juxtaposition of the critical and the 
banal in all our lives. There is “our” Beth, being 
virtually cooked for three weeks, in order to save her 
life. And what does she ring me about? Saucepans 
to cook her organic potatoes. A girl and a half, 
indeed. Good luck from us all Beth. We’re all 
thinking of you. See you next week.

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GEM columnist Brian Lee looks back on a 
long career of over half a century... 


CONFESSIONS OF A 
RACING REPORTER! 


GEM columnist Brian Lee, who has been 
singing the praises of the Valets Evan 
Williams and Tim Vaughan in this 
newspaper long before the Racing Post and 
other national papers cottoned on to the 
fact that we had trainers in this part of the 
world who could hold their own in the 
world of horseriding, looks back on almost 
a half-century of reporting on the Welsh 
horseracing scene. 

My point-to-point memories go back to April 5, 
1952, when I attended the Pentyrch Hunt fixture just 
outside of Cardiff. I was a 16-year-old factory 
worker and the horses and riders racing over a 
makeshift course in the picturesque Welsh 
countryside - not to mention the bookies shouting 
the odds - made a lasting impression on me. 

I was hooked, as they say, and soon became a 
regular fan travelling by bus to all the local 
meetings. 

When I complained to the editor of Horse & 
Hound back in 1966 that point-to-points in my neck 
of the woods were not being covered by the 
magazine, I received a letter from their hunt-racing 
correspondent Hugh Condry asking me would I like 
to report on meetings for him. 

If my memory serves me right, the first meeting I 
reported on was the Llangeinor Hunt Steeplechases 
as Penllyn, Cowbridge and where Bill Jones rode 
his 100th winner on Owen Stephens’ Double A. 
Soon I was being asked to report on other meetings 
for such publications as The Sporting Life, Daily 
Telegraph, Sunday Express and The Western Mail. 
Point-to-Point racing is known as an amateur sport 
but like some enthusiasts, I feel it has become too 
professional and that a lot of the fun has gone. 

Take the time a clerk of the scales forgot to bring 
them along. The riders ended up weighing out on a 
set of bathroom scales hurriedly fetched from home!

We all know that riders are amateurs and after I 
had written something not too complimentary about 
one of them he phoned me and threatened me with 
a solicitor’s letter and ended his call by saying: 
“After all, it’s my living you are writing about.” 
Amateurs! Incidentally, that particular rider is a 
great friend of mine now and I have a lot of respect 
for him. 

Judges have a difficult time without a photo¬ 
finish camera to assist them. Once, when a judge 
invited me on his haycart, there was a close finish to 
one of the races, so imagine my surprise when he 
turned to me and asked which horse I thought had 
won! 

I will never forget the rider who stopped his 
horse from winning at a meeting held at Lower 


Machen some years ago. After jumping the last in 
front, he slowed his horse down and was beaten a 
good one-and-a-half lengths. 

However, the judge named him the winner just 
the same and even though the stewards tried to get 
him to change the result, he was having none of it. 

Contrary to popular opinion, point-to-point 
correspondents do not spend all their time knocking 
back drinks in the sponsors’ tent. 

On wet and windy days, when almost everyone 
has taken refuge in their parked cars, they can be 
found pencil in one hand and soggy racecard in the 
Other jotting down the results and interviewing 
owners and jockeys. 

In almost half a century of reporting on the Welsh 
hunt-racing scene, I have been reported to the 
Jockey Club on several occasions, been banned 
from two meetings but turned up anyway. 

On the one occasion I turned up I was standing 
near the parade ring, just yards from where the 
stewards were standing, when Evan Williams, who 
was a jockey back then, arrived at the course and on 
seeing me shouted out so that the stewards could 
hear him: “Hello Brian, what are you doing here? I 
thought you were banned.'” Evan has a wicked 
sense of humour. 

I have been threatened by bookmakers on more 
than one occasion and even been accused of having 
an affair with a ‘fellow’ (female, I hasten to add) 
racing reporter. 

However, it has all been great fun and I have met 
and interviewed many interesting people. Some 
have been rogues of the turf but others have been 
lords, sirs, ladies, royalty and, on one occasion at 
Bouillons, a countess! 

While two film actors that come to mind that I 
met at point-to-points in the Vale were Leslie 
Phillips, of the Carry On films, and Bernard Hill, 
who played the captain of the ill-fated Titanic in the 
blockbuster movie of the same name.
